Constantinople, Nov. 27, via Sofia, 
Bulgaria, Nov. 29.—In spite of the as­ 
surances which the Turkish minister 
of foreign affairs, Tewfik Pasha, gave 
the ambassadors of Great Britain, Rus­ 
sia, Austria and Italy Wednesday, that 
the 
firmans 
allowing 
the 
passage 
through the Dardanelles of four extra 
guardships for the use of their embas­ 
sies would be immediately issued by 
the porte, 
the 
necessary documents 
have not been forthcoming. Frequent 
conferences between the ambassadors 
have taken place during the last twen­ 
ty-four hours, and there have 
been 
many consultations between the Turk­ 
ish ministers and the sultan at the 
palace regarding the same matter. The 
answer of the powers to the request 
of the porte that they refrain* from 
pressing their demand for the extra 
guardships was that they could see no 
reason not to support the demands of 
their ambassadors for more effective 
means of protecting the foreign resi­ 
dents of Constantinople in an emer­ 
gency, and in the presence 
of this 
unanimous reply it is considered in 
foreign official circles that the sultan 
has no alternative but to yield, espe­ 
cially in view of the probability that 
the powers will have the extra gun­ 
boats conveyed through 
the 
Darda­ 
nelles by battleships if the sultan per­ 
sists in his dilatory tactics. That the 
porte anticipates trouble 
is 
evident 
from the fact that all the forts about 
the straits are now fully manned and 
supplied with ammunition and have 
been placed in the highest state of effi­ 
ciency compatible with the 
circum­ 
stances. Searchlights are kept in good 
order and are worked nightly over the 
waters. For over a month past the 
work of strengthening the fortifications 
in this vicinity, and particularly about 
the Dardanelles, has been in progress, 
and it is understood that the system 
of submarine mines and torpedoes has 
been practically completed, so far as 
- the resources of the government will 
allow it. 
The British admiralty is said to have 
obtained 
complete 
soundings 
from 
English merchant steamers which have 
repeatedly passed the Dardanelles, and 
it is suspected in some quarters that 


Jerusalem is said to be crowded with 
Turkish troops and Palestine is report­ 
ed to be overrun with the soldiers of 
the sultan. This is considered to be the 
most dangerous feature of the present 
situation. 
It is reported that the extra gunboats 
of the powers, detailed for duty in the 
Bosporus, have commenced to arrive at 
the entrance to the Dardanelles and are 
now awaiting permission to pass the 
straits.

The secretary is of the 
opinion that if the resources of each 
reservation are treated intelligently 
and the Indians required to labor in 
those pursuits which are adapted to 
particular reservations, in a few years 
practically all the Indians can be made 
self-supporting. 
The secretary also recommends that 
general authority, with the approval of 
the president, be given the Indian bu­ 
reau to sell parts of Indian reserva­ 
tions, the money to be used exclusively 
in the improvement of allotted lands 
or for the purpose of furnishing agri­ 
cultural implements and cattle to the 
Indians who may reside upon the re­ 
maining lands. 
The report estimates the amount of 
public lands undisposed of to be about 
600.000.000 acres at the close of the 
fiscal year, and shows that the total 
receipts during the year for 
public 
lands amounted to over $2,000,000. The 
unadjusted land grants to 
railroads 
amount to nearly 90,000,000 acres. 
Under the subject of forests the sec­ 
retary calls attention to the fact that 
17.000.000 acres are now included with­ 
in forest reserves, the object being to 
thus preserve the forests for future 
use, and through their preservation to 
control the supply of water so that it 
may btf stored and utilized for irriga­ 
tion. 
The present force of the land 
office, it is stated, is Inadequate to pro­ 
tect these reservations. The secretary 
criticises the law authorizing the issue 
of permits for the cutting of timber 
from the public domain and urges that 
the timber cut therefrom should 
be 
sold for a sufficient sum to make it pos­ 
sible to preserve the standing forests 
and see that the cutting is done in a 
way not destructive to it.

Mrs. Vodre, aged 70 years, gray­ 
haired and emaciated, probably from 
the use of morphine, had her life 
dashed out when she leaped through 
the window of the last car on the 0. A

cago m ar "Seed’s crossing” at 2 
o’clock this morning. The remains 
are now at Kimball’s 
undertaking 
room, and the authorities, only after 
a prolonged search were enabled to 
End our who the dead woman was. 
The affair was shrouded in nays* 
tory. 
The aged woman got aboard the 
train at Chicago, and was bound for 
Springfield, Minnesota, where her son, 
George P. Vodre, lives. 
With her was 
her ten-year old grandson. Trainmen 
noticed that the old lady was acting 
queerly, and 
when the conductor 
asked 
her 
for

ticket 
abe fought him. 
Although she i 
•isled every effort made to pacify and 
quiet her, she did not remove her 
eyes from the satchel that was in the 
seat with her. Stockmen on the train 
finally conceived the idea that the grip 
contained whisky, and that the old 
lady was drunk. 
Bad Plenty of Morphine 
They took the "grip” from her 
after quite a scuffle, and on opening 
it found seven bottles labeled "mor­ 
phine,” five of them being full. They 
thought that she was suffering from 
the effects of the drug, and that she 
would become quiet 
when it was 


The latter is a farmer, &|iDg nine 
miles from that place, and Chief Ach- 
eson at once sent him a dispatch 
telling him of the occurrence and ask­ 
ing for further information.

dre’s husband, the lad said, died a 
short time ago and that was the rea­ 
son they left Champlain.

Tbftt Is the Sum the Sultan of Turkey 
Spends on His Table. 
By far the moat extravagant diner in 
the world is the sultan of Turkey, says 
the New York Press. 
His table" ex­ 
penses amount to $5,000 a day, or $1,- 
$25,000 a year. It is the most expensive 
table and household, in all probability, 
th a t any country has ever seen. He is 
not a sociable man and very rarely has 
guests or visitors. 
The sultan 
does 
not even have a dining-room or din' 
ing hall. 
Turkish custom among the 
higher classes is for the servants t( 
tiring the meals to wherever the diners 
may be, and in the palace of Stambou 
the menials at the dinner hour first 
search out his majesty and then ir­ 
king procession bring in the banquet 
cable and all! 
The table is of silver and perhaps thi 
most exquisite table that has ever beer 
made. It precedes the procession, borm 
in upon the shoulders of lower-gradf 
servants. 
Following come a long lim. 
of jublakiars. who are cook’s assist 
ants. On the heads of these are larg* 
tables, on which are platters. Such ai 
equable balance do 
these jublakiars 
keep that an accident, even the break 
ing of a dish, has never been known 
The waiters lift the platters from th* 
tables and present each dish to his ma­ 
jesty, bowing low. The dishes are cov­ 
ered aud sealed with 
the 
imperial 
seal, “which is put on in the kitchen of 
the grand vizier, so that the sultan 
m ay bo certain that his food has not 
t>een poisoned or tampered with. 
All 
a t once the dishes are set upon the 
table, 
vegetables, 
meats, ices 
and 
•sweets being arranged in frpnt of his 
majesty without any regard io courses 
or ordinary dinner regulations. When 
th e whole repast is placed before him 
Ae runs his eye over the many viands. 
Then he picks and choses, eating the 
whole simultaneously, a pick here and 
a bite there, a mouthful of meat, a 
spoonful of ice and a tiny ball of fish. 
H e is a total abstainer and never has 
w ine on the table. 
At state dinners 
rare vintages are provided for 
those 
seated at other 
than 
the 
imperial 
board.
